WHY DO-SCHOOLS CLOSE? 


In a few days. now: Chicago's public schools 
will close for the summer vacation. Nearly half a 
million children will not have to go back to their 


Classrooms until after Labor day in September. A” 


| few pupils—more than ever before, but still only a 
| few—will attend the summer classes which the 
board of education is providing. Many more will 
find jobs. A handful will spend the entire vacation 
out of town; others will have a few days away. 
That leaves tens of thousands of children who will 
do nothing at all. We wonder why. 

Unquestiohably the chief reason that schools 
close in summer is historical. When free public 
education was established in this country most of 
the boys and girls lived on the farm. They were 
needed in summer time to help tear.a living from 
the soil. That situation still holds in many rural 
districts. It certainly does not hold in Chicago in 
19265. 

For Chicago the year round school offers a par- 
tial solution of the problem of overcrowding. This 
city is lacking in adequate school facilities. We 
have more raw material-than our educational fac- 
tory can handle, working as it does only ten months 
@ year. We believe the board of education for 
that reason alone should consider operating on a 
much larger scale than at present during the re- 
maining two months. Educators estimate that the

DRUG USERS DECREASE. 
GRING a recent visit to the feder- 
al Penitentiary at' Atlanta I was 
told that a large proportion of 
the prisoners were committed for 

| Violation of the anti-narcotic laws. The 
authorities found it difficult to suppress 
traffic in drugs within the walls of the 
prison. Every keeper of a prison, jail 
or house of correction reports the same 
conditions. 

And yet Kolb and Dumez of the pub- 
lic health service report that drug ad- 
diction is declining. Im this report they 
admit that the jails are fall of addicts, 
but they have a very goo@ explanation 
for that fact. They even say it is a 
good sign. Since the days of De Quincey 
there has béen a certain. amount of glam- 
our and romance about drug addiction. 
Every year sees’ this fading away. 
Drugs now have little attraction for the 
superior folks, and the addicts in those 
strata of society are becoming fewer 
year by year. On the other hand, addic- 
tion is now recogniged as a disease—as 
a manifestation of a psychopathic state, 
and more and more it is being limited 
to the criminal classes. 


~~ 
The anti-narcotic laws are gradually 
being enforced. More and more are vio- 
lators of these laws being convicted and 
jailed. These are the principal reasons 
for the growth of the prison population 
confined for violation of anti-narcotic 
laws in years that have witnessed a ma- 
terial reduction in the use of drugs. 

Kolb and Dumez estimate that the 
number of opium addicts is now about 
110,000, There may be about 18,000 co- 
caine addicts, but practically all of them 
are users of opiates also. ‘The number 
of addicts was on the increase about 1900. 
In that year there may have been 244,000. 
The decrease was gradual until ‘about 
, 1916. It has been fairly rapid si then. 
|The reduction in cocaine addiction has 
been still more marked. 

These conclusions are based on 4 fair- 
ly close study of the production of opium 
in the world, the amount used elsewhere, 
the statistics of importation, the amount 
used legitimately for medical purposes, 
estimates of the smuggling and the as- 
sumption that each addict uses 6 grains 
of morphine or its equivalent daily. 
These figures are supplemented by analy- 
sis of the several surveys of addiction 
made in many sections of the country

The tendency of the times is toward 
the use of concentrated 5. Opium 
smgking has been wiped out. Very little 
laudanum and paregoric are now used. 
The use of morphine has been supplanted 
by the use of heroin along the Atlantic 
seaboard. It seems probable that the 
manufacture as well as the sale of hero- 
in will be prohibited before long. It is 
almost useless from the medical stand- 
point, while it lends itself readily to ad- 
diction and to smuggling. 

Kolb and Dumez properly refute the 
notion that the carelessness of physi- 
cians has caused much of the drug ad- 
diction. The peculiar psychology of the 
drug addict makes him blame some one 
other than himself for his condition. He 
generally blames some physician. They 
say only about 2 per cent of the addicts 
can blame physicians with any show of 
justice. ti ‘ . 

They predict as follows: “ We may 
look forward to the time when the few 
remaining addicts will be those using it 
because incurable disease and psycho- 
pathic delinquents who spend a good part 
of their lives in prisons.”

most children thrive under it. 

Chicago summers are often hot, but, take them 
by and large, they are not unbearably so. Cooling 
plants such as have been installed in the larger 
movie theaters might solve that difficulty in the 
schools. Teachers, in any event, should be given 
considerable freedom to take their children out of 
doors and into the parks. 

We would not penalize the child whose parents 
feel he should earn something in the summer 
months; nor would we penalize the fortunate child 
‘whose parents are able to fake him out of town 
for his vacation. Rather, we believe, the schools 
should remain open for those who care to attend. 
Compulsory attendance laws might remain as they 
are; but any parent who wishes to send his child 
to school in summer should be able to do so. 

Some of: the children would protest, but ft is our 
observation that the traditional dislike of school 
by the child is to a considerable axtent just a tradi- 
tion and nothing more. Most children like to go to 
school. And even if they didn’t, we can’t see that 
as an adequate reason for closing the schools in 
summer. We don’t believe that the child’s whims 
should be allowed to govern educational policies.

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LEGAL ABSURDITY. 
[Wisconsin State Journal (Madison).} 

Qpening of the trial of William Shepherd in Chicago 
for the alleged murder of Billy McClintock, his million 
dollar ward, reveals a curious quirk in the law regard- 
ing the disposition of estates. Shepherd is alleged to 
have poisoned his ward after securing his signature 
to a will making the guardian chief beneficiary.’ If 
the state @roVés its case it will be plainly apparent 
that the boy was literally killed for his money. And 
yet under the law as. it now stands the murderer 
would still be entitled to take the estate. Only if 
undue influence in the drawing of the will can be 
established may the will be broken. 

This would seem to be one case, and a clear cut 
one, where a new law is needed. There seems to be 
no possible argument why a murderer should be per- 
mitted to enjoy an inheritance from his victim, and 
it seems, moreover, reasonable to assume that such a 
law would have at least some effect in restraining 
killings, 

Years ago a law providing that a murderer could 
not inherit from his victim was killed in the Illinois 
legislature: How, one wonders, did the legislature 
reason out its conclusion. What possible objection 
could be raised to such a law? ,

WASHINGTON.—About 20,000 rebel 
prisoners remain to be discharged. Of 
these 9,000 are at Point Lookout and 
the remainder are at Fort Delaware 
and Johnson’s Island. 

BOSTON,—A meeting to consider the 
reorganiga of the south was held 
in Faneuil ‘hall: “Among the speakers 
were Theophilus Parsons of Harvard 
university, R. H. Dana, Henry Ward 
Beecher, Senator Pomeroy of Kansas, 
and Dr. George B,; Loring. The tenor 
of the meeting was that the public 
faith stands pledged to the emanci- 


| pated slaves and their posterity; that 


their freedom shall be full and perfect 

‘and shall inélude the right to vote. A 
‘committee of nine was named to draft 
| an address to the people of the United 
States setting out the necessity of re- 
“organizing the rebel states so the for- 
mer slaves shall lose none of their 
rights. 

W ASHINGTON,—In the Lincoln con-
